GOMPERS SAYS CAPITAL 


MUST CHANGE ATTITUDE 


Will Not Enter Conference 


Again Unless Siich 
Change Takes Place. 


Washington, Oct. 23.—Out

conference, Presi- 


dent Wilson today sought to1 build,hew 
machinery to bring 
about 
industrial 


peace in the country. In a message to- 
Chairman Lane he asked that the pub- 
lie representatives in the conference 
continue their work and make a re- 
port to him. 


It is the hope of the President and 
other administration officials that the 
public delegates who were appointed 
by Mr. Wilson and who represent both 
employers and workers, can. formulate 
a program which will be acceptable- to 
capital and labor.

The labor group withdrew from the 


conference last night after it final ef- 
fort to obtain adoption of a collective 
bargaining resolution had bene defeated 
by a vote of a majority of the capital 
group. 


Although the representatives of both 
the public and capital announces their 
intention of remaining 'in the Confer- 
ence, the next move in the effort to re- 
store industrial peace to the country 
evidently rested with President Wilson. 


Mr. Lane will make a personal report 


of the situation to the president, but 
neither leaders in the conference nor 
officials generally would venture a pre- 
diction as- to what course Mr. Wilson 
would take. 
When the conference convened in the 


afternoon the labor group proposed the 
following resolution:,

"The right of wage earners to organ- 


ize without discrimination, to bargain 
collectively, to be represented by repre- 
sentatives of their own choosing in ne- 
gotiations and adjustments with em- 
ployers in respect to wages, hours of 
labor and relations and conditions of 
employment is recognized." 
Under a suspension of the rules the 


resolution immediately was brought to 
discussion and vote, the labor and pub- 
lic groups uniting in its support on the 
roll call. The majority agianst the res- 
olution in the capital group was one 
vote, but under the conference rules 
this ^ majority was sufficient to defeat 
the resolution. 
With the announcement of the result 
Mr. Gompers told the conference the 
resolution had been rejected "without 
right or reason, rejected on grounds so 
flimsy that the men sitting in the em- 
ployers' group will have difficulty in

formal letter to the conference. His 
wishes were made known to Mr. Lane 
through Secretary Tumulty, who went 
to the conference room after a talk 
with the President during which Mr. 
Wilson was informed not only of the 
events in the conference, but also of 
the views of the conference leaders. 


Dissolution of the national industrial 


conference today as the result of the 
withdrawal of organized labor's repre- 
sentatives today seemed certain. 
Chairman Lane still was hopeful that 


President Wilson would be able to find 
some way out, but in the absence of any 
word from the president leaders of both 
the public and capital groups 
were 


agreed that further sessions were use- 
less.

Meantime President Wilson has under

mendations of Secretary Lane that the 
conference continue its session although 
only t\i&^ representatives of the public 
were present.

From his sick bed in the White 


House, Presiden tWilson today dictated 
another letter to the national industrial 
conference. He was said to have urged 
that • the conference proceed without 
representatives in a final effort to frame 
some program looking to the reestab- 
lishment of industrial peace. 
Department of labor officials were 


said to favor further action on the part 
of the public representatives, in the 
hope that a program originating with 
that group would b.e acceptable to la- 
bor.Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor in a 
formal statement today reiterated that 
unless the employers group in the con- 
ference agreed to the declaration that 
the workers without discrimination had 
the right, to organize' it was worse than 
useless for', labor's representatives to 
continue the deliberations. 
Secretary Lane told the delegates 


that withdrawal of the labor group had 
changed the' nature of the conference. 


He said lie had been commissioned 


by the President to explain to the em 
ployers group the changed nature of 
the conference and 
to say that the 
President desired-the public-group to 
remain in session to carry on the work.

Washington, 
Oct. 23.—Although 


nominally the senate still was in the 
midst of its fight over ; peace • treaty 
amendments today, the real subject of 
interest among senators was that re- 
garding reservations brought -by re- 
cent developments to a sharp Issue. 
Having adopted ten revised reserva- 
tions, the foreign relations committee 
planned to meet again late today or 
tomorrow to continue the work of form- 
ally approving a reservation 
program 


which the Republican leaders say had 
been pledged to support of a majority 
of the senate. 


The administration forces, unable to 
accept the majority proposals or to se- 
cure their modification in the commit- 
tee, was planning to organize their 
fight against them on the -senate floor. 


Whether this fight would be car- 
ried to the point of voting against the 
treaty's ratification if he retservations 
were adopted remained to be seen. 
The consideration of the 
Johnson 
amendment proposing to give the Unit- 
ed States as many votes as the British 
empire in the League of Nations as- 
sembly, was to continue through most' 
of the clay and probably tomorrow. 


The leaders did not expect a vote 


during the day but thought it probably 
would come tomorrow.

Amenument were prepared by Mr. Carl lv. Kmiball, speaker of the 
Ohio house of representatives, and Mr. E. J. Hopple, minority leader 
of the Ohio house of representatives. 


Two years ago Mr. Hopple was speaker of the house, the general 


assembly at that time being Democratic. The present assembly is 
Republican. 


These facts are relevant only in the sense that they establish be- 


yond question that politics is not involved in the subject of classifica- 
tion of property for taxation. 


HON. CARL R. KIMBALL. 


(By Hon. Carl R. Kimball.) 


The general assembly can not enact 


aws that Trill be just to taxpayers 
md at the same time produce the 
revenues •v^hich must be raised, unless 
.he people vote for the pending con- 
stitutional amendment providing for 
.he classification of property for taxa- 


;ion. 
Should the classification amendment 


DC defeated 
the 
general assembly 


inust either shirk-, its obligations or 
jnact laws that will bear -down most 
aarshly and most unjustly on the peo- 
ple who are now carrying the greater 
part of the tax burden. Only by the 
3nactment of laws that will bring out 
tor taxation the billions of money 


CLOW concealed in investments or on 
leposit can there be any hope of ever 
relieving or keeping down the present 
tax burden on land and buildings and 
Dther forms of tangible property. 
It 


;is idle to talk of collecting a tax of 


\*£> per cent on money earning 3 per 
cent. It is true the general assembly 
can- give to taxing .authorities the 
power to go into banks and building 
and loan associations for the purpose 
of taking off the names of the depos- 
itors and the amounts of deposits. For 
the taxing authorities to do this would 
be calamitous. 
Can anyone believe 


that the owners of money on deposit 
earning 3 per cent would.submit to.a 
tax assessment of l1^ per cent when 
they can transfer their money to 
banks in bordering states levying a 
tax of only one-tenth of 1 per cent? 
The general assembly can enact a 
law, or laws, disclosing the billions 
invested in securities, but again can 
anyone believe the owners of these 
securities, earning 4 to 6 per cent, 
would continue to keep them in Ohio 
and submit to a tax as-sessment of I1/* 
per cent when they can deposit them 
in bordering states and pay a tax of 
one-tenth to four-tenths of 1 per cent? 
Only by Classifying property accord- 
ing to its uses and assessing it for 
taxation according to its uses and its 
earning value can these billions of in- 
tangibles be brought to the tax dupli- 
cate. 


If the people of Ohio adopt classi- 


fication at the election in November 
the general assembly will be free to 
enact laws that will bring these bil- 
lions to the tax duplicate and keep 
them there; laws that will give to 
these classes of property as square a 
deal as " they can get in any other 
state; laws that will result in a vast 
increase in the tax revenues, taking 
care of not only present deficits but 
of the increasing cost of government, 
state and local; laws that will make 
it possible to ultimately reduce the 
tax now assessed on land and build- 
ings and other forms of tangible prop- 
erty. 


No taxpayer in Ohio should hesitate 


to vote for the classification amend- 
.ment, for by its adoption he can not 
be injured, but on the contrary, will 
be benefited. When I say that no tax- 
payer can possibly be injured £ have 
in mind the guarantee of protection 
given him by the Smith tax limitation 
act. Classification in no degree would 
impair the force and effect of the 
Smith act. 
The general 
assembly 


could not levy a rate of taxation on 
any class Of property in excess of the 
limitations provided in this act. 


Classification will preserve rather 


than destroy the Smith act, which is 
sorely threatened under our present 
system of taxation. Owners of farms 
and homes and other tangible proper- 
ties may well look to the adoption of 
the classification amendment for their 
protection. 
In my judgment, a sys- 


tem 
of • taxation authorized by 
the 


adoption of the classification amend- 
ment will produce sufficient revenues 
and promote justice in taxation, 
i 


HON. E. J. HOPPLE. 


(By Hon. E. J. Hopple.) 


A crisis has' -been reached in the 


tax revenues of the state of Ohio. 
The increased cost of administering 
government, whether it be state • or 
local, and the loss of some millions 
of revenue" occasioned 
by a recent 


amendment to the constitution have 
thrust upon the law-making body of 
the state a duty complicated and more 
or less1 stupendous. 
Only by legisla- 


tion can this crisis be met, and the 
question that confronts us now is, are 
we going to give to the general assem- 
bly power to legislate? 


Under the present constitution it is 


possible to enact an income tax and 
from the revenue thus derived meet, 
in part, the needs. 
While there is 


some dispute as to the power of the 
general assembly in the matter of en- 
acting a graded automobile license 
tax it may be that.such an act would 
be sustained and would also con- 
tribute to the increased revenues1 re- 
quired. 
No one, however, is opti- 


mistic enough to claim that these two 
measures would prove adequate, and 
ria one has the temerity to assert that 
they would in any degree relieve the 
burden of taxation now::borne by land 
and home owners. From these two 
classes of property we now derive 
about SO per cent of our tax revenues 
and justice requires legislation that 
will bring sufficient revenues from 
new sources to enable us to reduce 
the load now carried-by the land and 
home owner. How'can this be done? 


I have been a member of four gen- 


eral assemblies and in each of these 
the subject of taxation was upper- 
most. Out of such knowledge as ex- 
perience and thought may have given 
to me comes my conviction that by 
the adoption of the pending classifica- 
tion amendment and in no other way, 
can relief be afforded. 


In the state of Ohio today there are 


fifteen billions of intangibles escaping 
taxation. 
They escape because their 


owners will not submit to the rate of 
taxation which the uniform rule re- 
quires shall be assessed against them. 


In states where classification is in 


effect the rate on intangibles is meas- 
ured by their ability to earn, and we 
do not have to make any guesses as 
to whether classification in its rela- 
tion to intangibles is a success. 


In 1910 Minnesota, under the uni- 


form rule, was assessing intangibles 
at a rate of 28 mills, and the revenue 
yielded amounted only to ?379,754. The 
following year, under classification, 
this rate was reduced to 3 mills, with a 
resultant increase in the revenues to 
the point where in 1918 the 3 mill rate 
was producing §990,900.65 revenues. 


In Connecticut, classification 
in- 


creased the tax revenues from intan- 
gibles from 1129,452.06 to $548,660.73 
in 1918. 


In 1913, according to the North Da- 


kota tax commission, the valuation of 
intangibles returned for taxation in 
that state amounted to only $780,344. 
Under classification this had in-creased 
to more than $100.000,000 in 1918. 


A more recent report from the Ken- 


tucky tax commission shows that in 
the two years of operation under clas- 
.sification in that state the revenue de- 
rived from intangibles has increased 
$1,074,534.48. 
From bank 
deposits 


alone the increased revenues amount- 
ed to 140.21 per cent, and from other 
classes of intangibles the revenue has 
increased 173.28 per cent. The state 
tax rate in Kentucky has been re- 
duced on land from 55 cents per $100 
valuation to '40 cents per $100 valua- 
tion, and the proportion of revenue 
derived from land has decreased from 
77 per Cent to 57 per cent of the total 
tax revenues. 
. 


What has happened in other states 


under classification will happen in 
Ohio if classification is adopted. 


Should classification be defeated it 


is not clear to me how "we can escape 
either repealing or modifying the lim- 
itations fixed in the Smith act. 
Gov- 


ernment must go on and government 
must have money to enable it to go on.

Eyes and Beauty. 


Eyes and Beauty are affinities, since 


the eyes are so delicately constueted 
that eye strain in any form is simply 
fatal to eye beauty. 
Yet every day we 
see women subjecting their eyes to all 
sorts of eye strain. 
They will read newspapers and books 


in quick moving trains and trolley cars 
and then, for hours, working upon 
some fine needle work in the poorest 
of light. 
They will walk in brilliant 
sunshine with an upturned hat. no par- 
asol and no shade whatever for then- 
eyes. 
Then they wonder why their 
eyes feel tired and show signs of weak- 
ness. 
Never in a train always sew in a 


good light, po not do fine embroidery 
in an artificial light. When reading in 
the evening see that the light is behind 
you and is reflecting directly on the 
pages as- you read. If your eyes are 
inclined to be weak, invest in an -eye 
oup and give your eyes a bath before 
retiring. Fill the cup with warm water, 
to which a pinch, of boracic acid has 
been added,- or you can iise a solution 
of boracic acid, which is sold at all 
drug stores. 
Hold the cup close against the eye, 


tilt the head backward and forward, 
opening and closing the eyelid in the 
water. Very often the eyes become in- 
flamed and you will find that by apply- 
ing warm tea. leaves in the form of a 
light bandage, will bring immediate re- 
lief.Bathing the eyes is also very sooth- 
ing. If the eyelids are red bathe them 
with warm water to which half a tea- 
spoon of salt has been added. 
The 


delicate tissues about the eyes arc apt 
to be lined with tiny wringles if there 
is any trouble wiUi the eyes, or even 
a slight eyp. strain will' cause these 
wrinkles. 
These are apt to detract a, 
great deal from the beauty of the eyes. 
: Keep the skin firm and healthy by 
means of massage. This must be done- 
\vitk a gentle, light movement. If you 
have the habit of nearly .closing your 
eves when you laugh, break yourself 
of it as soon as you ican, for many of 


the wrinkles of the eyes and face are 
caused in this way. 


Slap to bo Beautiful. 


Of course slapping is a sort of mas- 


sage, but as it is appiled with the fiat 
of the hand, there is no pushing, pull- 
ing or dragging of the skin, which is 
likely to occur with the ordinary mas- 
sage. Beauty specialists claim that the 
skin and flesh respond more quickly to 
this kind of exercise and that almost 
any part of the body can be filled out 
in much less time than with the ordi- 
nary massage. 
It certainly makes the blood, which 


'is dormant and sluggish, come to life. 
The regular pit, pat, sends it tingling 
through the veins until it seems that 
the whole skin is a glow with fresh. 
Warm blood. This,is the proper method 
for a woman to slap her own face. 
First cleanse the face well. 
Then 


warm the skin, either by holding hot 
cloths near it or steaming it. ' Now yau 
are ready to pat in some of your cream. 
Allow all that will to absorb and then, 
with the flat of the hand, slap firmly 
the corners of the eyes and temples. 
The work of slapping should be done 
with both hands, using' one and then 
the other. 
Next slap the cheeks from the side 


I of the nose, Working out over 
the 


I jaw bone arid on the neck. If the lines, 
j which run from the nostrils to the cor- 
ners of the mouth, are deep, then push 
the tongue beneath the line and slap 
well. When working about the eyes do 
so very gently.
